The Situation Resembles That 
of Eight Years Ago.

hlee that which prevailetl in the days 
p wce flto f it» tM»wmbling of the repre- 
MBtatltw of the DMBooracy of the na- 
tUm in 1884 in the exposition bnilding on 
ttie lake front, within a stone's throw of 
the wigwam within which tho coming 
convention will anse7nlile, and which re- 
snlted in the nomination of (Jrover 
CSeveland, and subsequently in bis tri- 
uankaat eleotion. l^ien, as now, the 
•atUQevdand dement of the New York 
Democracy forced hostilitiea from the 
moment of its arrival; then, eh today, it 
Rseevernteil tJi^tt could not unite the 
Democracy of the Emiiire State and 
carry it in November; then, as now, it 
had but one battle oty, "Anybody to 
beat Cleveland." 

A Conipicuous Figure Mining. 

One consjiicnonH figure in the opposi- 
tion of that year — .Tohn Kelly— is miss- 
ing, bnt his phR'e is ably filled by Rich- 
ard Croker, with Lieutenant Governor 
Sheehan and B<dward Mnrphy, Jr., as 
ftannch and capable lieutenants. 
Whether the parallel will continue nn- 
tQ the end of the convention the devel- 
opments of the coming week alone can 
determine. 

Naturally enough the official state- 
ment of the anti-Clevelandites from 
Ntw York, and wliich waa made public 
Tlbnisday night, after honra had 
been epent in its pre]iaration and revi- 
sion, is the sensation of the monu'iit at 
the various headciuarters. That it was 
a strong document is yeiu-rally H(hnit- 
ted. At the Fame time iho.-e who ex- 
pe<'ted soiuetliintc stai-tiinj< are free o 
confess that it contains not lung more 
than a summary of tlie oti.jections an 1 
declarations that the Tammany Hall- 
ites have been putting out tor mouths. 
M York aad OlMr«lMid. 

SMMtacy Fairchlld, who may be re- 
garded one of the nrincipal mooth- 
pieoea of the Clevelana element, is em- 
phatic in t^e opinion that the pronunci- 
amento of the New Yorkera will cer- 
tainly do no barm to the cause of the 
ejl-nrieaiaent, while it may possibly be 
uaed to hia advantage among the unin- 
■tmcted delegates. It la, he says, noth- 
ing more than the regular stereotyiH'd 
Tammany kick, and which is now n - 
gardedasa concomitant in every national 
Damooatlo convention. They took the 
MOM cdtane, he says, sixteen yMurs aji;o, 
when they antaeonixed the prevailing 
■entiment for luden and loudly pro- 
didmed that he was not the choioe of 
New York. On that occaaian their op- 
podtion was kept up after the campaign. 
Dut« notwithstanding this fact, and the 
numerous speeches made by John Kelly 
against the Sage of Orammercy park, 
the latter carried his state by a maiority 
of over 80,000. 

Eight years ago, so also Mr. Fairchild 
reflects, Tammany wan in the front rank 
of the opponenta of Grover Cleveland, 
and notwithstanding which he was both 
nominated and elected. Tammany was 
favorable to Cleveland four years ago 
and when be was defeated, iust as was 
Hancock, their fatorlte son in 1880. The 
ex-secretary is, therefore, inclined to 
look upon the support of Tammany aa a 
witbenng. blight, upon its bitter 
antagonism, whether to Grover Cleve- 
land or to any other candidate, as a good 
omen.

Oray'a Boomlot. 

The bciom for ex-Governor Oray, of 
Indiana, is oai'ely in its budding state, 
although gai-dily decoi ateil headquarters 
have iK'en ojiened at the I'aliiier House 
for the Indiana delegation. A big con- 
signment of litbograjihs of the ex-gov- 
ernor was delivered at t he r< loms by aJi ex- 
press comiKiny Friday mornin^r, tart they 
will not b»' put out yet awili-. and the 
only i)icture that decorates the rallyiiig 
Kround is one of the late Thomas A. 
Ifcndncks. 

Whether or not (lovernor Gray's name 
shall l)e formally presented to the con- 
vention will not \n- detennined until tliu 
full meetinix on Sunday. If the decision 
is in the aronnativt', however. S<-'nator 
Vonrhees will be assigned to do the ora- 
torical honors. Under the instructions 
adojjted by the recent state convention 
the delegation is to present an Indiana 
candichite only in the event of the .-eiiti- 
nieiit drifting in favor of awestn ii man, 
othei-wise it is to stand by Cleveland as 
the logical candidate. 

Theve instructions are differently 
interjiieted by the Indiana men who are 
already oa the ground. Some of them 
think that liie (lele;;ati()n should vote .'is 
a unii for Cleveland on the tirst b;dlot, 
and then turn -ivev to (tray if it d •- 
velopes that Cleveland cannot seciud by 
any iiosslbility the necessary two- 
thirds. 

Thirteen of the dele-ates, however, 
are said to lie tor Cleveland to the end. 
It is noticed th.at there is nii.re talk of 
(iray for second place nn the ticket th.an 
for the first, ami Deleirate at laru'e Sam- 
uel E. Moi-se. of Indiaiiaiiolis, who is ;'.t 
the head of the Clevelaml .sentiment in 
the Hoosier state, has already nailed up 
the colors of Cleveland and Gray.

In tl ^, however, the forty-^ht 
votes of Illiiiois are counted for AlllMC, 
and thirty of Indiana for Gray. 

Neither of these calculations can lie 
accepted as '•eliable, as the ex-president 
is absolnt«ly certain of fourteen votes 
from Indiana and twenty fro.n Illinois, 
which would luing his estimate up to 
.534. In the e^l ituate in (juthtion sixty- 
eight Hill delegates are credited to 
seven southern states, btit it is contend- 
ed by the Clevelandites that the men so 
classifie«l are open to anti-convention ar- 
guments.

Washikoton, June IN.— Representa- 
tive Cogswell, of Massachusetts, intro- 
duced in the house yesterday a bill tc 
protect the insignia and name of tht 
Red Cross, as prescribed by the treaty ( i 
' o neva of August, 18ti4, aiid to incoi jn 
rate the Amencan National Association 
of the Red Cross, formed to carry out 
the provisions of the treaty. 

The bill provides that from and aft*-r 
its passage it shall be unlawful for any 
person or association within the juris- 
diction of the United States to mve, sell, 
distribute or display the symbol of tin 
Red Cross, or to assume or use as a trade 
mark, or as a designation the words 
"Red Cross."' ami all persons so offending 
are punishable by fine not less than |.'»() 
or more than jfjOO, or imprisonment for 
six months.

( ' III) iiiiy's weekly review of trade says: 

There is improvement both in actual 
trade and in prospects. Floods still 
make some trouble in the lower Missis- 
sippi valley.but elsewhere throughout the 
west and northwest exc. llent taxm pros- 
pects stimulate tratle. At the east, the 
demand for manufactured products is 
large for the season, and the settlement 
of many labor controversies helps, sspe- 
cially in building trades, while fear of 
a long strike in western iron works also 
stimulates piirchases of iron and Btsd 
products. Political movements have 
much encouraged conservative /men 
with reganl to tne monetary future. 

Iron sales are large, the demand for 
structural, sheet and plate iron is im- 
proving, and even in rails the western 
mills find a somewhat better demand. 
The demand for steel beams is stipu- 
lated by the h 'W prices.two and one-fourth 
cents being quoted. No improvement 
is seen in coi>^>er at twelve cents; Lon- 
don speculation liAs hoisted tin to 
twenty-two cents, but lead is weaker at 
4.1 cents. 

Trade is fairly active at Boston, with 

large sales of jaint cloth and reduction 
in bleached snirtings, while woolens are 
reasonably e .et and the shoe trade ex- 
cellent, thoi;.:'; orders are temporarily 
cheeked by w.-tern flcmds. Leather IS 
very firm, aiel another advance in kA« Is 
predicted. Kubl)er shoes are steady, 
with orders for weeks ahead: rubber is 
firm anil ai tive. and sales of wool are 
Z,MX),>m pounds, with encouraging pros- 
pects.

Section one and a part of section two 
of the bill s article on registration reads: 

"In all cities and towns of the first, 
second, third and fourth classes, there 
shall be a registration of all the (jualifled 
voters of the respective cities and towns, 
which registration shall be held and con- 
ducted as herein provided. 

"The officers of election in the several 
election precincts of the respective cities 
and towns mentioned in the precedin'g 
section shall be the officers of re'.iistration 
in such precincts, and shall serve as such 
for one year faW the time of their ap- 
pointment as officers of election ; and 
each officer of registration, before enter- 
i;ig upon the discharge of his dattes, shall 
take an oath before some person duly 
authorized to administer same, to faith 
fully discharge the duties of his office." 

A part of Section five reads aa follows 

"The officers of registration shall at- 
tend at the v()tiii>; places of their respec- 
tive precincts on the first Tuesday in 
October In each year, from t^e hours of 
(> in the inoniin,' until 0 in the evening, 
and on such other days as the City Couu 
dls of said city may deem lieoeasary and 
provide for by ordinance : provided, how 
ever, that the last day of registration 
shall be flxeu by said ordinance not later 
than the third Tuesday in October, and 
shall record in the registration book, 
which shall be furnished by the County 
Clerk to each registration clerk, a list of 
such qualitied voters of the precincts as 
may apply for registration." 

Sections one and two, of Article two, 
readasfdlows: 

Section 1. The County Court of each 
county in this State shall, on or before 
the Jtine term of said courts, divide the 
Justices' districts of each of said counties 
into election precincts, and establish the 
name or number and boundaries of same, 
and place of voting in each precinct. 
There shall be but one voting place in a 
precinct. Each precinct shall contain, as 
nearly as practicable, three htmdred 
voters, based on the number of votes cast 
at the la.st election for Presidential elect- 
ors ; but no precinct shall contain more 
than three hundred and fifty voters. If at 
any election hereafter more than three 
hundred and fifty votes shall be cast at 
any voting place, it shall be the duty of 
the Slieriff of the election in such pre- 
cinct to report the same to the County 
Court, which shall nt its next regular term 
divide such precinct as equally as possi- 
ble so that the new precincts formed 
thereof shall each contain three hundred 
voters, as nearly as practicable. If, for 
any good cause, an election can not be 
held at the house appointed as the place 
of voting, the Judges of the election may, 
on the morning of the election, adjourn 
it to the most convenient place after hav- 
ing publicly proclaimed the change and 
posted notice df the same on said house. 

"Scrtion'J. The r. nint\ Tourt of any 
county may chaiige the boundaries of any 
precinct within such county, or divide 
any jjrecinct into two or more precincts, 
or change any place of holding elections 
whenever public convenience or the pub- 
lic good may require it ; provide<i, that 
no such change, division or consolidation 
shall be made after the June term of each 
court next preceding an election; and 
provided further, that no such change, 
division or consolidation shall be valid 
without giving due notice, at least one 
month before any election, by one pub- 
lii-ation in some newspaper publisiied in 
said county having the largest circulation 
therein, or by posters put up In four of 
the most public places in said precinct; 
and provided further, that no precinct 
■bell be enlarged so as to oontdn more 
than three4iundred and fifty volen."

PAYUG THE TAXES. 



Railroad -Oompanies Who Thought 
ney Were Exempt Are. Vow 
Paying Up. 



A special from Frankfort to the Cour- 
ier-Journal says : "Another railroad, the 
Knoxville, Cumberland Gap and Louis- 
ville, has accepted theopinion of Auditor 
Norman and Attorney General Hendrick 
in the matter of the liability of railroads 
for State taxes, heretofore supposed to 
be exempt by the aCt of 1884, allowing 
five years from the beginning of the con- 
struction of the road, which the State 
ofRrlals hold was repealed Under the rul- 
ing of the United States Supreme Court 
in the Louisville Water Company case, 
by the Hewitt Hsvenve act of 1886. 

" The road mentioned paid taxes to the 
Auditor Thursday for 1890 and 1891, and 
also the commission allowed the Attor- 
ney General by law for preparing and 
filing the suit, which, if it had not bben 
settled, would, along with more than 
thirty others abeady filed, have been set 
for trial In the Circuit Court of Franklin 
County during the term bei^nping next 
Monday. 

^'The settlement of this question Is 

not only important in the amount of 
$175,000 taxes to the State, but in a much 
greater amount <rf tazea to the cities, 
towns and counties through which these 

roads may run."

The late Rev. Richard C. Ricketta was 
a member of the Board of Ouratora of 
Kentucky Univenity, of Lextngton, at 
the time of hia death. He was one of 

the oldest and staunchost friends of the 
University. At the last meeting of the 
Board, 3. 0. May was chosen to fill the 

vacancy, ami tlie following notice was 
made of the life and character of the de- 
oSaied: 

" Tt if" not often in life that the sad duty 
of paying the trihute of lovmg respect to 
the memory of the dead calls xu to dwell 
upon a life and character more worthy 
than that of Curator Richard C. Ricketts. 
For sixty yean of active ministry ami 
service his name was a familiar liouse- 
hold word among the great brotherhood 
with whom he stood identified, and 
among whom he earnestly labored in the 
cause of religion and humanity. His 
spotless character and unselfish work en- 
deared him to that brotherhood who 
loved him in lite and will honor his name 
in death. His memory lives to-day, en- 
ahrinediu the hearts of all who knew and 
loved him, and will live upon the pages of 
that history which he lielpod to make and 
of which he has become a part. Richard C. 
Ricketts was one of the few men left 
whose life belonged to the pioneer period 
and to the later years of the religious move- 
ment in which he was an active partic- 
ipant Whether we contemplate that life 
in the services of the eloquent and devoted 
minister of the )>;ospel, the humble anil 
faithful- disciple of the Master, or the 
eameat philanthropist in all ahxiliary en* 
terprisc to religion, we render to his 
, memory the mood of highest i)raisc so 
justly due. Hia brother Curators mourn 
his death ; but remember he died full of 
years and honors, and that his works live 
after him. The Board extends its deep- 
est sympathy to the bereaved kindred
